SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  of  Croydon: 

My  tenth  annual  school  report  is  hereby  presented 
for  your  consideration. 

The  fall  term  of  school  opened  on  Monday,  the 
tenth  day  of  September.  There  was  one  change  of 
teachers.  We  have  a  new  teacher  at  the  East  Village 
school.  Miss  Dewar  is  a  teacher  of  considerable  ex- 
perience. She  is  accomplishing  creditable  work.  She 
has  established  very  cordial  relations  with  the  children. 
At  the  Flat  school  a  notable  feature  is  the  earnestness 
with  which  the  pupils  apply  themselves  to  their  studies. 
The  quiet  gentlemanly  and  lady-like  bearing  of  the 
children  is  also  noticeable.  On  the  playground  the 
readiness  with  which  the  older  students  come  to  the 
aid  of  the  younger  pupils  in  their  play  is  remarkable. 
Certainly  these  children  are  learning  good  social  traits 
which  should  make  of  them  better  citizens  both  now 
and  hereafter.  Mrs.  Muzzey  has  entered  upon  her 
tenth  year  of  continuous  service  in  the  Croydon  schools. 
It  has  been  said  that  on  the  average  a  teacher  does 
her  best  work  during  the  third  year  of  service.  In 
Mrs.  Muzzey's  case,  at  any  rate,  her  last  years  of  ser- 
vice have  been  her  best  years.

GENERAL  STATISTICS 
FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  JUNE  30,  1928 

During  the  year  fifty-eight  different  pupils  were 
registered.  The  average  membership  was  46.26  and 
the  per  cent  of  attendance  97.15.  This  is  about  three 
per  cent  better  than  the  State  percentage,  as  found  in 
the  last  state  report.  Schools  were  maintained  for 
thirty-six  weeks.  They  were  actually  in  session  347 
half-days.  Avis  Crowell  was  neither  absent  nor  tardy 
for  the  entire  year.  There  were  ninety-eight  cases  of 
tardiness.  Four  pupils  were  transported  at  district  ex- 
pense. The  registers  record  six  visits  by  board  mem- 
bers, forty-eight  visits  by  the  superintendents,  and 
eighty-nine  visits  by  citizens.
